The President Gives aa E xbaastive 
R eview of the Situation la Hawaii 
—A R ecital of the Faets la the Case 
Based on Blount's Report—A Brief 
Synopsis of the M esses. 


W ashiugtou Dee. 18.—When congress 
met ut noon to-day the president's mes­ 
sage in regard to the iiaw aiian difficulty 
was received aud read. It wus as fol­ 
lows: 
To the Senate aud House of Represent­ 
atives: In my recent annual message to 
the congress I briefiy referred to our re­ 
lations with Hawaii and expressed the in­ 
tention of transm itting further informa­ 
tion on the subject when additional ad­ 
vices permitted. Although I am not able 
to now report a definite change in the 
actual situation, I am convinced that the 
difficulties lately created, both here aud in 


enlightened justice o f the United States. 
Believing, therefore, that 
the 
Unitea 
States could not, under the circumstances 
disclosed, annex these islands without 
justly incurring the imputation of ac­ 
quiring them by unjustifiable methods, I 
shall not again submit the treaty of an­ 
nexation to the senate for its considera­ 
tion, and in the instructions to Minister 
Willis, a copy of which accompanied 
this message, I have directed him to so 
inform the orovisiocal government, bitt 
in in tin* present instance our duty does 
not. in my opinion, end with refusing 
to consumate this questionable transac­ 
tion. 
It is the ls>ast of our government 
that it seeks to do justice in all things 
without regard to the .strength or weak­ 
ness of those with whom it deals. I mis­ 
take the American |**oplo if they favor 
the odious doctrine that there is no such 
thing as international morality, that 
there is one law for a strong nation and 
another for a weak, anti that even by 
indirect moans a strong flower may 
with impunity despoil a weak one of its 
territory. By an act of war committed 
with the participation of a diplomate 
Hawaii, aud now standing in the way of i representative of the I ’nit oil States and 
a solution through executive action of 
the problem presented, render it proper 
und expedient that the m atter should In; 
referred to the broader authority aud 
Direction of t ' vuiirmii, 
with a full explanation of the endeavor 
thus far made to deal with the emergen­ 
cy and a statem ent of the considerations 
which have governed my action. 
I HupjM»*e that right aud justice should 
determine the putti to be followed iii 
treating this subject',, lf national hones­ 
ty is to lie disregarded aud a desire for 
territorial extension, where dissatisfaction 
with a form of government not our own is 
to regulate our conduct, I have entirely 
misapprehended the mission and charac­ 
ter of our government and the behavior 
which the conscience of our people de­ 
mands of their public servant*. 
When the present administration en­ 
tered upon its duties the senate had un­ 
der consideration a treaty providing for 
the annexation of the Hawaiian island* 
lo the territory of the United States. 
Surely, under the constitution aud laws. 
the enlargement of our limits is a mani­ 
festation of the highest attribute of sov­ 
ereignty, aud if entered upon as an exec­ 
utive act, all things relating to the trans­ 
action should be clear aud free from sus-| 
picioo.

W ashington, Dec. 20.—Tile majority re­ 
port of the ways aud means committee 
on the Wilson tariff bill says: 
The American people, after the full­ 
est and most thorough debate ever given 
by any people to their fiscal policy, have 
deliberately and rightly decided that the 
existing tariff is wrong in principle ami 
grievously unjust In operation. They have 
decided as free trade men must always 
decide, that the power of taxation has no 
lawful or constitutional exercise except 
for providing revenue for the support of 
the government. 
Th© bill on which the committee has 
expended much patient cad anxious labor 
is now offered as a ct a ;dete response 
to the mandat© of the American people. 
It no more professes to be purged of all 
protection than to be free of all errors in 
its complex and manifold details. 
How­ 
ever we may deny the existence of any 
legislative pledge, or of the right of any 
ccrgress to make such pledge, for the 
continuance of duties that carry with 
thorn more or loss acknowledged protec­ 
tion, we must recognize that great in­ 
terests do exist whose existence aud pros­ 
perity it is no part of our reform either 
to imperil or to curtail. 
We believe and '-ve have the w a rn it 
of our own past experience for believing 
that reduction of duties will not injure, 
but give more abundant life to all our 
great m anufacture g industries, hoverer 
much they may dread the change. 
In 
dealing with the tariff question, as with 
©vttv other long-standing .abuse that has 
interwoven itself with our social or in­ 
dustrial system, th© legislator must al­ 
ef, vs remember that, in th© b.'ginniig, 
Iteirperate reform is Halest, having in 
itM lf the pf ii triple of growth. 
Our own experience and that of other 
countries has shown that decrease of 
tariff duties immediately operates such 
an enlargement of con mer©©, of prod av­ 
ion and consumption, as rapidly make 
up any apparent loss of revenue threat­ 
ened by those reductions. 
A most important change in the bill 
proposed from the present law will be 
Hind in the general substitution of ad 
valorem for specific duties. 
This must 
always be characteristic of the revenue 
tariff levied upon a large rang© of a n i­ 
le-, especially when they include the 
plain necessaries of life. 
It is the purpose of the present bill to 
repeal in toto section 3 of the tariff act 
of O rt J, 181*0. commonly, but most er­ 
roneously califs* its reciprocity provision. 
That a©t placed sugar, molasses, coffee, 
tea and hides on the free* list, but au­ 
thorized the president, should he be satis­

Christmas Day. 


Though Christmas day is now re­ 
garded as a festival peculiar to the 
Christian religion, as distinguishedj 
from all other forms of belief, irs claim 
to be so regarded is quite doubtful.

However dis­ 
putes as to date or origin may be set­ 
tled, Christmas is the day of gifts and 
good will, and the Burlington wishes 
a merry day to all its friends in the 
Northwest, merely suggesting that if 
you are intending to travel during the 
holiday, your ticket should read via 
Burlington Route.

Tho American people, after the full­ 
est and most thorough debate ever given 
by any people to their fiscal policy, have 
deliberately and rightly decided that the 
existing tariff is wrong in principle and 
grievously unjust iu operation. They have 
decided as free trade men must always 
decide, that the power of taxation has no 
lawful or constitutional exercise except 
for providing revenue for the support of 
the government. 
The bill on which the committee has 
expended ntu<*h patient rad aiixtou* labor 
is now offered as a ceuplete response 
to the mandat*1 of the American people. 
It no more professes to be purged of all 
j u tcetion than to be free of all errors in 
its complex and manifold details. 
How­ 
ever we may deny the existence of any 
legislative pledge, or of the right of any 
congress to make such pledge, fur the 
continuance of duties that «atrry with 
them wore ot* less acknowledged protec­ 
tion, we must recognize that great in­ 
terests do exist whose existence and pros- 
perity it is no part of our reform either 
to imperil or t*» curtail. 
We believe and *.ve have the w arn it 
of our own past experience for believing 
that reduction of duties will not injure, 
but give more abundant life to all our 
great manufaottirit g industries, hovercr 
much they may dread the change. 
Iu 
dealing with the tariff question, as with 
evtry other long-standing abuse that ha# 
interwoven itself with our social or in­ 
dustrial system, the legislator rut.st al- 
ir&js remember that, in the beginning, 
I* o perate reform is aalest, having in 
it*.*If the prit ciple of growth. 
Our own experience and that of other 
countries has shown that decrease of 
tariff duties immediately operates such 
au enlargement of eon mere**, of produc­ 
tion and consumption, as rapidiy make 
up any apparent loss of revenue threat­ 
ened by those reductions. 
A most important change in the bill 
proposed from the prtseut law "ill be 
found ia the general substitution of ad 
valorem for specific duties.

A fter tin* sacrifice the assist­ 
ants place the body on a sledge drawn 
by reindeer, which draws it to tin* 
place of the funeral. Arrived at their 
destination the Tcliuktschis cut 
the 
throat of the reindeer, take from the 
dead body its clothing, which is torn in 
pieces, and place tie* corpse on a lighted 
funeral pile. During the incineration 
the assistants offer up prayer to the 
happy in tin* other world, and suppli­ 
cate these to watch over them and 
theirs. These horrible practices are fol­ 
lowed to-day with the sam e exactness 
as in ancient tim es.—La G azette do 
Yakootsk, Siberia.

Joseph Altman runs a sm all sail boat 
attached to the mosquito fleet reserve, 
and as Mr. Altman is one of those who 
go down to the sea in ships he is on 
the lookout for flotsam and jetsam at 
all times. So when one morning re­ 
cently he noticed a bottle on the beach 
at Boliver, about thirty miles northeast 
from Galveston, he took it in his net, 
figuratively speaking, says the News. 
It was just a common old glass bottle, 
the sam e as many others which have 
done duty as holders of whisky, but 
this bottle held no whisky, nor did the 
cork show marks o f teeth—a sailor al­ 
ways uncorks a bottle with his teeth. 
The bottle w as covered with barnacles 
and contained a circular printed in Ger­ 
man, which stated that tw o bottles 
were set afloat from the 1*. and O. 
steam er Petropolis of Hamburg, Capt. 
Th. Albert, at G o’clock a. m., on the 
17tu day of May, 1891, in saiith lati­ 
tude, 2 degrees 46 minutes, w est longi­ 
tude from Greenwich, 111 degrees 46 
minutes. The Petropolis w as then en 
route from Lisbon to Bahai. The finder 
of the bottle was requested to forward 
the circular to the 
German 
hydro- 
graphic bureau at Hamburg, or to the 
nearest German consul, together with 
the tim e of its finding and w hether the 
bottle contained 110 sand. The poiut at 
which this bottle was cast into the sea 
is about 1,300 m iles east of Para and 
about 630 m iles northeast of Bahai. 
H ere the equatorial current sweeps 
along, following the trend of the coast 
of northern South America, the Isth­ 
mus of Panama, Mexico and the gulf 
states. And along with it w ent the bot­ 
tle, flouted and jeered at by goggle- 
eyed fishes, until it w as stranded on 
Bolivar beach. The w aif had been 379 
days on the trip, provided it had just 
landed when Mr. Altmau found It. As 
the distance traveled is something over 
G,000 m iles, and as the bottle was 
picked up 379 days after it w as set 
afloat, it must have loafed along tho 
way somewhat.

The smoking of cigarettes or tobacco 
by boys under the age of sixteen has 
been practically stopped in Connecticut 
by what is known as the auti-cigarette 
law', which made the sale of cigarette* 
and tobacco a misdemeanor. 
A substi­ 
tute was recently put on the market by 
a manufacturer, who, according to the 
New York 
Evening Post, evidently 
thinks there is a fortune in tin* pas­ 
sion which boys have for im itating 
their elders. The substitute is the ciu 
nauiou cigarette, which does not con­ 
tain any tobacco, and therefore does 
not violate the law. 
It is made of cin­ 
namon bark, shredded when w’et so as 
to resem ble tobacco. The smoking of 
these cigarettes, which have not an un 
pleasant taste, has become a fad with 
the Connecticut youth. So common is 
the practice that boys of six and eight 
years are seen putting the cinnamon 
substitute. Parents, however, regard it 
as only a little less objectionable than 
the tobacco cigarette, because it creates 
in the l*>y a fancy for smoking to 
which he w ill almost inevitably yield 
when he gets out of knickerbockers. 
In Hartford a remonstrance against the 
sale of the cinnamon cigarette has been
